Gentlemen,  Maech,  1914. 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  you  with  my  report  for  1913 
which  you  will  see  is  of  a  very  favourable  character. 

The  number  of  births  have  increased  from  437  last  year 
to  477  this. 

The  marriages  have  also  increased  from  148  to  173. 

The  deaths  have  decreased  from  321  last  year  to  285  this. 

During  the  first  nine  months  the  town  was  particularly  free 
Dom  Zymotic  diseases,  and  there  were  only  three  cases  of  Typhoid 
Fever  throughout  the  year. 

As  requested  by  the  Local  Government  Board  I  have  included 
a  report  on  the  housing  question,  but  as  the  matter  is  at  the  present 
time  under  the  particular  consideration  of  the  council,  I  have  not 
enlarged  upon  it,  but  have  confined  myself  to  certain  facts. 

My  thanks  are  again  due  to  Mr.  J.  W.  Shaw  for  the  assistance 
he  has  given  me  and  to  the  other  Officers  of  the  Corporation  with 
whom  I  have  come  in  contact.

HOSPITALS. 

Small  Pox  Hospital. — This  Hospital  is  in  good  order  and 
ready  to  receive  patients  as  required. 

Infectious  Disease  Hospital,  Hardwick  Road.— This  Hospital, 
which  was  renovated  according  to  my  report  of  1909,  has  been  kept 
in  a  satisfactory  condition,  and  is  capable  of  receiving  12  patients, 
6  in  each  ward,  which  are  completely  isolated  one  from  the  other. 

Tar-spraying  of  Roads. 

During  the  past  year  about  8  miles  of  roads  have  been  tar- 
painted  as  in  previous  years. 
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Tab-Paving. 

The  principal  of  covering  cobble  paved  streets  with  tar-paving 
has  been  continued  this  year.  The  majority  of  this  class  of  paved 
streets  has  now  been  dealt  with. 

Flushing  and  Washing. 

Due  attention  has  been  given  to  the  flushing  and  washing  of 
sewers,  yards,  courts,  alleys,  etc. 

New  Buildings. 

During  the  past  year  19  plans  of  proposed  new  buildings  have 
been  approved.  These  include  a  plan  for  the  construction -of  an 
arcade  of  lock-up  shops  upon  one  of  the  most  congested  areas  in  the 
Borough,  viz.  :  between  Tower  Street  and  Cross  Lane.  This  will 
have  the  effect  of  wiping  out  a  considerable  slum  area.  The  work 
of  pulling  down  the  cottages  has  been  commenced. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

There  have  been  89  notifications  with  3  deaths.  In  1912  there 
were  39  notifications  with  no  deaths.  It  has  mostly  been  of  a  mild 
type,  but  latterly  there  seems  to  have  been  more  serious  involvement 
of  the  nazopharynx  and  middle  ear. 

In  the  last  half  of  the  year  it  was  found  to  be  necessary  to  open 
the  isolation  hospital  for  cases  which  could  not  be  properly  isolated 
at  home  or  because  of  crowded  yards  or  from  other  causes  such  as 
expected  parturition. 

In  the  3rd  quarter,  5  such  cases  were  admitted,  and  in  the  4th 
quarter,  14. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  visited  the  houses  wherein  the  notified 
cases  were  situated,  and  after  the  usual  time  for  isolation,  disinfected 
the  rooms,  and  took  the  bedding,  etc.  to  the  steam  disinfector. 

Measles. 

There  seem  to  have  been  very  few  cases  in  1913,  but  a  large 
number  have  been  away  from  school  this  year  (1914),  starting  from 
the  middle  of  January. 
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Whooping  Cough. 

During  the  Autumn,  a  great  many  children  were  victimized  by 
this,  but  I  only  know  of  one  death  from  it. 

Diphtheria. 

There  were  15  cases  notified,  with  2  deaths,  or  less  than  half  of 
those  reported  in  the  previous  year. 

Enteric  Fever. 

There  were  four  cases  notified,  one  of  which  was  admitted  into 
the  West  Norfolk  Hospital  from  outside  the  Borough.  Of  the  other 
three,  one  died.  I  could  get  no  evidence  as  regards  the  origin  of 
any  of  the  cases. 

Tuberculosis. 

Under  the  new  regulations  all  cases  of  Tuberculosis,  whether  of 
the  lungs,  or  otherwise,  were  compulsorily  notifiable  from  and  after 
the  1st  day  of  February. 

There  were  44  Pulmonary  cases  notified,  and  20  other  forms 
of  Tuberculosis,  all  of  which  were  resident  in  the  town. 

Under  the  Insurance  Act  a  number  of  people  were  admitted 
into  Kelling  Sanatorium  with  very  beneficial  results,  which  was 
certainly  the  case  in  the  few  instances  which  came  under  my 
particular  notice. 

There  were  24  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  of  the  lung,  4  from 
meningitis,  and  2  from  other  forms. 

At  the  present  time,  not  only  the  insured,  but  their  wives  and 
children  of  14  years  and  over,  are  eligible  for  Sanatorium  treatment, 
so  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  many  more  will  avail  themselves  of  this 
method  of  checking  the  disease. 

Cancer. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  this  disease  in  1913  was  28; 
in  1912,  36 ;  and  in  1911,  28, 
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The  average  number  of  deaths  per  annum  from  1901  to  1910 
(inclusive)  was  27-3  or  -74  per  thousand.  The  death  rate  in  1912 
from  cancer  in  Norfolk,  not  counting  Norwich  and  Yarmouth,  was 
•74  per  thousand. 


Taking  the  deaths  from  cancer  for  the  four  years  1910-1913 
(inclusive),  we  find  that  more  than  half  had  to  do  with  the  digestive 
organs.

Whilst  the  next  most  frequent  situation  was  the  female 
generative  organs.  During  the  last  four  years  I  have  kept  a  register 
of  all  the  houses  wherein  these  deaths  have  occurred,  and  have  been 
unable  to  find  any  evidence  that  any  house  or  part  of  the  Borough 
was  particularly  infected. 


HOUSING  OF  THE  WORKING  CLASSES. 

In  order  to  get  some  idea  of  the  number  of  houses  and 
tenements  belonging  to  this  class,  I  have  taken  all  houses  under  £16 
and  classified  them  according  to  their  districts ;  these  districts  are 
not  entirely  the  same  as  those  used  in  the  Sanitary  Department. 
Since  tabulating  these  houses  I  have  found  that  those  of  £16,  as  well 
as  those  below  this  rent,  come  under  the  category  of  working  class 
houses.  The  number  of  these  is  140.  So  that  the  total  number  of 
houses  to  be  included  is  4144.

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Nos.  (1)  and  (5)  i.e.  :  North  End  and  1st  Extension  consists  of  what 
may  be  termed  : — 

(a)  Old  North  End,  i.e.  :  Chapel  Street,  North  Street,  St.  Ann’s 
Street,  etc.,  with  the  yards. 

(b)  New  North  End,  i.e.  :  Part  of  “  North  End,”  North  of  Dock 
Railway  Crossing. 

(c)  Highgate,  Spread  Eagle  Estate,  etc. 

The  houses  in  (a)  are  mostly  old  and  a  number  of  them  are  in 
a  bad  state  of  repair. 

The  houses  in  (b)  are  mostly  6-roomed  modern  houses,  in'  good 
repair  and  with  a  rental  of  £8  to  £10  per  annum. 

Of  the  houses  in  (c),  those  in  Spread  Eagle  Estate  are  modern 
houses,  in  good  repair,  with  a  rental  of  from  £10  to  £14. 

Those  in  Highgate  are  older  and  smaller  houses,  not  in  such  good 
repair,  and  with  a  rental  of  from  £5  to  £10. 

In  this  district  during  the  last  5  years — 

11  houses  have  been  voluntarily  repaired. 

23  closing  orders  have  been  served. 

2  houses  have  been  demolished. 

And  19  houses  have  been  repaired  after  closing  orders. 

In  No.  (2),  or  Kettlewell,  there  are  a  number  of  good  houses  with 
rentals  varying  from  £9  to  £16,  but  there  are  also  a  large 
number  of  yards  with  old  houses. 

During  the  last  5  years  in  this  district — 

2  houses  have  been  voluntarily  repaired. 

48  closing  orders  have  been  served. 

2  houses  have  been  demolished. 

10  houses  have  been  repaired  after  closing  orders. 

No.  (3),  or  Jew  s  Lane,  consists  chiefly  of  old  houses  and  tenements 
with  rents  under  £6. 

A  good  deal  has  been  done  in  this  district  lately.

During  the  last  5  years — 

19  closing  orders  have  been  served. 

14  houses  have  been  demolished. 

5  houses  have  been  repaired  after  closing  orders. 

No.  (4),  or  Paradise  Ward  : — Most  of  the  houses  in  this  ward  are  in 
fairly  good  condition,  and  a  number  of  them  are  modern,  and 
most  of  them  are  rented  at  between  £7  and  £13,  and  only  20 
under  £5. 

No.  (6),  or  New  Conduit  Ward  : — This  ward  mostly  consists  of  yards 
with  old  houses,  36  out  of  the  49  houses  being  rented  at  under 
£7. 

In  this  district  during  the  last  5  years — 

1  house  has  been  voluntarily  repaired. 

7  closing  orders  have  been  served. 

7  houses  have  been  repaired  after  closing  orders. 

No.  (7),  or  Checker  Ward: — Most  of  the  houses  of  £16  and  under 
are  old,  and  a  number  of  them  are  not  in  good  repair  and  have 
not  proper  air  circulation.  The  larger  number  of  houses  are 
rented  at  under  £9. 

Here  during  the  last  5  years — 

10  closing  orders  have  been  served. 

8  demolition  orders  have  been  issued. 

2  houses  repaired  after  closing  orders. 

And  5  demolished. 

No.  (8),  or  Trinity  Hall: — Most  of  the  houses  are  old  and  there  are 
a  number  of  yards.  Nearly  half  of  the  houses  have  a  rent  of 
under  £6. 

No.  (9),  or  Sedgeford  Lane  Ward: — In  this  ward  we  find  a  large 
number  of  good  houses,  mostly  modern,  with  rents  of  £8  and 
upwards,  and  also  many  yards  with  old  houses,  110  of  which 
are  rented  under  £6. 
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Here  during  the  previous  5  years — 

1  house  has  been  voluntarily  repaired. 

There  have  been  11  closing  orders. 

2  houses  demolished. 

And  4  houses  repaired  after  closing  orders. 

No.  (10),  or  Stonegate  Ward  : — Here  again  we  find  a  number  of 
small  modern  houses  in  good  repair,  and  also  many  old  houses 
and  tenements  with  cheap  rentals.  A  great  deal  of  attention 
has  been  paid  to  this  district  during  the  last  few  years. 

In  this  district  during  the  last  five  years — 

14  closing  orders  have  been  served. 

9  houses  have  been  demolished. 

4  houses  have  been  repaired  after  closing  orders. 

No.  (11),  or  (2nd  Extension). 

These  houses  are  all  new  and  in  good  order  excepting  one  which 
has  been  repaired. 

No.  (12).  This  is  by  far  the  largest  district  and  contains  about  250 
good  modern  houses  with  rents  from  £8  and  upwards.  There 
are  also  a  number  of  yards  with  old  houses  but  some  of  these 
have  been  repaired  lately. 

Here  there  have  been  11  closing  orders. 

2  houses  have  been  demolished. 

9  houses  repaired  after  closing  orders. 

No.  (13).  The  houses  in  this  district  are  nearly  all  modern  and  in 
good  order. 

No.  (14).  These  are  all  modern  houses. 

No.  (15).  South  Lynn  without,  i.e.  :  South  of  the  railway  line 
leading  to  the  quay. 

These  are  mostly  quite  modern  houses  and,  excepting  some  cases 
of  dampness,  are  all  in  good  order  and  most  of  them  are  of  the 
6  room  type  as  in  New  North  End. 

Two  houses  in  this  district  were  found  to  be  defective  but  have 
since  been  repaired. 
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At  the  time  when  the  last  census  was  taken  (1911)  there  were 
a  number  of  houses,  in  the  North  End  of  the  town  especially, 
which  were  unoccupied,  but  now  there  are  hardly  any  to  let. 

The  reason  of  this  is  probably  that  Messrs.  Savage’s  Engineering 
Works  were  not  employing  many  men  at  the  time  :  these 
now,  I  believe,  are  in  a  prosperous  condition. 

Also  there  are  two  new  industries  in  the  town  i.e.  :  The 
Synthetic  Rubber  Works,  and  the  Bookbinding  Factory  :  this 
last  employs  a  large  number  of  young  women  and  also  a  certain 
number  of  men. 

Besides  these  Messrs.  Paul  &  Co.  have  increased  their  business 
accommodation  in  the  town.  I  calculate  that  there  are  in 
connection  with  these  different  industries  at  least  one  hundred 
more  billets  for  men  than  there  were  in  1911,  besides  those  for 
women.  If  this  be  correct,  it  seems  evident  that  more  houses 
are  required  for  what  is  called  the  labouring  class,  and  all  the 
more  so  considering  that  houses  are  continually  being  demolished 
and  that  there  are  a  number  of  cases  of  overcrowding. 

The  whole  matter  is  at  the  present  time  under  the  consideration 
of  the  Town  Council  and  I  hope  shortly  some  way  of  providing 
this  accommodation  may  be  found. 

THE  LOCAL  ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE  FACTORY  AND 

WORKSHOPS  ACT. 

Under  Sec.  132  of  this  Act,  the  Council’s  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  is  now  required  in  his  annual  report  to  report  specifically 
upon  the  administration  of  this  Act  in  workshops  and  work  places 
so  far  as  the  matters  under  the  charge  of  the  Council  are  concerned, 
and  to  send  a  copy  of  his  report,  or  of  so  much  of  it  as  deals  with 
this  subject,  to  the  Secretary  of  State. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  Workshops  and  Work 
places  have  been  inspected  from  time  to  time,  and  have  been  found 
to  be  in  such  a  condition  that  I  am  able  to  report  very  favourably 
upon  them.  Within  the  last  few  months  I  was  interviewed  by  the 
Inspector  of  Factories  in  this  district,  who  expressed  himself  quite 
satisfied  with  the  local  administration  of  this  Act  in  the  Borough. 

In  the  Report  of  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  which  is  appended, 
a  more  detailed  account  will  be  found,  such  as  I  believe  to  be 
required.

G.  Johnson,  for  offences  under  Nos.  7,  9  and  11  of  the 
Common  Lodging  House  Bye-Laws,  Fined  20/-  and  5/6 
expenses  for  each  offence  ;  or  in  default  thereof,  distress  or  one 
month’s  imprisonment. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops. 

There  are  63  Milksellers  in  the  Borough,  of  which  27  are  Milk- 
shop  Proprietors,  15  Milksellers  and  Cowkeepers,  21  Cowkeepers 
and  Milksellers  who  reside  outside  the  Borough  Boundary. 
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Due  attention  has  been  given  to  the  cleanliness  of  the  Cattle 
themselves  and  of  their  surroundings.  As  far  as  possible  my  visits 
have  been  made  at  the  time  of  milking  so  that  the  methods  of  milk¬ 
ing,  and  the  care  of  the  milk  may  be  observed.  In  this  respect  there 
has  been  little  reason  to  complain.  I  find  that  Cowkeepers  and 
Dairymen  are  much  more  enlightened  than  formerly  as  to  the 
necessity  of  keeping  the  milk  free  from  contamination. 

One  Cow,  on  a  Cowkeeper’s  Premises,  which  I  suspected  was 
suffering  from  Tuberculosis,  was  taken  to  a  Horse  Slaughter’s 
Premises  and  slaughtered  ;  and  it  was  found  to  be  diseased  with 
general  Tuberculosis.
